Labor Official, Gives Reasons 


Mr. AVilliam E. Kcnnolick, a promi- 


nent labor union man and president of 
the state branch of the Stationary En- 
gineers, when asked his views in re- 
gard to the new charter made the fol- 
lowing' statement: 


There can bo little question but the 


best form of charter 
for 
American 


cities, is that kind which causes 
the 


people to study and decide for them- 
selves, so far as is possible, all of the 
business principles under which their 
various affairs are carried on. 
The 


direct management of the details be- 
ing delegated to iv carefully 
selected 


body of public servants, 
sufficiently 


laiso for the purpose. It should be 
borne 
in mind, that while the people 


must of- necessity in a 
measure 
be 


guided by 
these selected 
managers, 


they—the people—should 
not in 
the 


slightest degree abate the spirit 
of 


democracy: that it may always bo in- 
voiced when democratic, action becomes 
necessary to enforce the mandates of 
the people. 


Many European cities have for a 


long time furnished us with examples

this form of government, but in 


most cases the government in

Kuropenn cities has not rested upon 
a democratic basis, but has served to

games of the big universities 
aro nwura of tho fact that no 


athleto works harder for the honor ho 
gets ihan the moleskin warrior? There 
Is no sport on tho calendar In which an 
athlete can make Quito so meteoric a 
rise aa In football; but while he has a 
shorter route to fame than any other 
knight of muscle, there aro very few 
who give a passing thought to tho 
course of training that tho boy has to 
undergo to become a hero In your own 


and tho eyes of the frantically cheer- 
ing thousands that watch tho games. 


When one discovery tho routine tho 


moleskin warrior goes through It's dol- 
lars to cents that admiration will prow 
apace for tlio lusty specimen of young 
manhood who for some sensational play 
is buing lifted on tho shoulders of his 
Joyful college mates, for his Is the 
training that would malte the Spartan 
warrior wince. For nearly three months 
the football hero is In training every 
minute. 
As early as possible In the 


season he must become full of strength, 
ability, speed, endurance, and, above 
all, ho must bo taught tho science of 


the game. It Is tho il'ity of the trainer 
to equip him with oil the essentials ex- 
cept the lust. That Is tho coach's task. 


Tho routine of a fc-otliall '.cam's work 


varies according to the preferences of 
the coach in charge. In many univer- 
sities the general routine Is as fol- 
lows: One morning It consists of going 
through the sitting up exercises oi the 
army, a splendid movement for every 
part of the human system. The next 
morning It Is calisthenics, perhaps, or 
the medicine ball or a walk of two or 
three miles, finishing with a sprint of 
a hundred yards. Frequently there are 
punting and drop kicking by the boot 


artists excused from tho other exorcise. 


In 
the afternoon 
practice begins 


about 3 o'clock. The diet of the mem- 
bers of a football team is carefully 
looked after, though the bill of fare o£ 
a training table is fur more liberal to- 
day than it was a few years ago. 


After the signal practice the men go 


on the Held and practice at setting tho 
machinery of their formations to work- 
ing smoothly. Signals must be follow- 
ed with clockliko precision in tho exe- 
cution of the plays, each man going to 
his place as true as though a part of a 
machine and controlled by a steel rod. 
Familiarity Is drilled Into tho men by 


lining thoin up ,V|thout tin opposing 
"'le. 
After the men have learned to 
sl'P Into their places with the-.proper 
degree of precision In response to each 
s>Sna! a reserve team which has been 
Kolnj- through similar maneuvers In 
another part of the field- Is lined up 
against them, and a hard drill in put- 
ting the plays learned into practice 
against a substantial antagonist is be- 
~;un. 


The reserves aro under the care of an 


assistant coach, who must bo ns learn- 
ed in tho science of football as his chief 
If the work Is to be done to the best ad- 
vantage. It Is his object In practice to 
defeat or score against the flrst team, 
and his reserves are keen to accom- 
'Hsh this object In making this effort 
:he assistant coach does what has be- 
come the rule under such circum- 
stances—tries to teach his men tho 
stylo- of play of tho teams against 
which the . varsity is to play. 
This 


icrves as a football education for hie 
own men and enables the assistant 
coach to organize his defense for each 
'articular style of piny and thus have 
lis men In shape to break up the at- 
:aeks of the various teama when his 
nen meet them In actual conflict. In 
>rlef, the reserves play the parts of tho 
'.earns against which tho varsities are 
° Play, so that in a way each game to 
be played by tho varsities is played 
over again and again before the real 


game comes off. provided tho teams 
when they show up do not put up a 
style of piay entirely different from 
that expected. That 13 a part of the 
strateKy of tho gamo. 
The styles of 


Play of tho various coaches of the 
leading teams got to bo known; hence 
It Is not difficult to organize a defense 
against any particular coach. Coaches 
expect this and endeavor to develop 
new tricks-In order to strike tho op- 
posing team in an unexpected quarter 
where It. has -prepared no defense. 
From this the reasons for secret prac- 
tice may be readily seen. To lot every 
one Into the grounds while new plays 
were being practiced would, be to In- 
vite spying on the part of future an- 
tagonists. 


"Go!" Is'the head coach's last com- 


mand for tho day on the field. It Is 
given after the scrimmage work Is all 
done and tho men have been lined up 
at the upper end of the field for a race 
to some building on the university 
grounds. The moment It is given the 
whole line Is off as though fired from a 
catapult. The men rush down/the field 
like a lot of Indians, hair flowing to the 
wind, heads up, lips pressed together 
and every musclo straining In a race 
each man strives to win. 


In Training Quarters. 


Tho work of the day Is over. 
The 


men now go to the dressing room, 
whither meanwhile have gone any who 


have been Injured during the practice. 
Here tho secrets of the condition of th« 
men and their weight aro disclosed, but 
only to those who are allowed the priv- 
ileges of the room. After tho accouter- 
ments of thu field have been thrown 
aside each man steps on a pair of 
scales and weighs himself. In this way 
each keeps close tab on his weight and, 
his physical condition. 


Just Before a Big Gamo. 


The days Just before big gomes ar« 


days of careful work. 
The team at 


such times uxually disappears entirely 
from tho university world. Inquiry will 
usually develop the fact that the men 
have gone off Into the country under, 
tho care of the head coach and his as- 
sistants. Here, where there Is no dan- 
ger of a spying eye. the finishing touch- 
es are put on the team's practice. It 1» 
lightened a bit the last day so that the 
men may not go Into the same tired. 
When tho team appears on the field 
aftor such preparation every man Is 
usually In the perfection of condition. 
Ho is prepared to do battle. It Is bat- 
tle, too—battle In which the opposing 
forces do not seek to Injure each other, 
but battle In which brain IB matched 
against brain and brawn against brawn, 
battle without blood (except by acci- 
dent). It Is this that makes tho game 
so fascinating for any but the sluggish 
temperament and will always make It 
tho great game among college men.

Tho strongest team will win the 
pennant every time, provided It has no 
worse luck in the way of Injuries and 
illness to players than other teams.' It 
Is ill luck of this latter sort which often 
goes e. long way toward making or 
breaking a team—making the team by 
Its "absence, breaking It by visitation. 
Injuries or illness played a groat 
part this year, and it has oome to be 
almost »n axiom that a team to win 
the pennant must be lucky in not hav- 
ing players Incapacitated. A probable 
exception this, year Is the Athletics. 
Last season the Athletics were ex- 
tremely fortunate In tho scarcity of 
players. laid,up. 
This year they had 


Eddie Collins out of tho game for 
awhile -with .an Injury, also Dan Mur- 
phy, but won the American league pen- 
nant nevertheless. 


Detroit's chances for the American 


league prize were hurt materially by 
misfortunes to players. Nor did these 
come singly. Galnor, the hard hitting 
first baseman, broke his wrist early In 
tho season and was of very little serv- 
ice.

Labor Official, Gives Reasons 


Mr. William E. Kcnnetlck, a promi- 


nent labor union man and president of 
tho state branch of the Stationary 75n- 
glrieers, when asked his views In re- 
gard to tho now charter mado the fol- 
lowing- statement: 
Thero'can be little question but the 


best form of charter 
for 
American 


cities, is that kind which causes 
tho 


people to study and. decide for them- 
selves, so far us Is possible, all of tho 
business principles under which their 
various affairs are carried on. 
The 


direct management of tho details be- 
ing delegated to a carefully 
selected 


body of public 
servants, 
sufllclently 


huge for tho purpose. It should be 
borno In mind, that while the people 
must of necessity in a 
measure bo 


guided by 
these selected 
managers, 


they—tho people—should 
not In 
tho 


•slightest degree abate the spirit 
of 


democracy: that It may always bo In- 
voked when democratic action becomes 
necessary to enforce tho inundates of 
the people. 


Many European cities have for a 


long time .furnished us with examples 
ot 
this form of government, but tn 


most cases the government In 
these 


European cities lias not rested upon 
a democratic basis, but has served to 
show their efficiency from a business 
standpoint. 


Not counting some recent 
experi- 


ences which wo have had in commis- 
sion forms of management, American 
cities in general have a brand of gov- 
ernment neither as intelligent nor effi- 
cient as the abilities of our people, ex- 
hibited outside of politics, would lead 
one "to expect. 


This charter 
question is of such 


gravity, that we should strive to look 
a', it with calmness 
from 
all sides. 


Stuffed Figures 


Of course It Is very easy for men 


who set up stuffed figures 
to 
Knock 


them down: tho scarecrows were set 
up t,o be knocked down. H 
can bo 


shoft'n and proved that government by 
commission has very often proved a 
most evil thing to those who were so 
governed. But, tho form of govern- 
ment which is advocated for Lowell, 
is not government 
by 
commission! 


It is as far removed, from that plan 
of government as it is possible to get 
with our present state and national 
constitutions restricting the operations 
of democracy. This proposed form of 
charter will permit tho people to ex- 
press themselves upon every import- 
ant detail of local government and to 
control their officials at all times. 
Power of People Increased 


There arev those who say "The ne\v 


charterSvill take the power away from 
tho people! Ask such to explain how? 
When as a matter of fact, under the 
new charter, tho people can if they so 
wish, vote upon every important ques- 
tion, by use of the referendum. There 
are men who tell yon "that the new 
charter will reduce the people to slav- 
ery!" 


Ask these wise ones, how? "When it 


is possible for the .voters by use of 
the .Recall, to discharge from their 
service any unsatisfactory public ser- 
vant.

ABSURD CHARTER VIEWS EXPLODED 


Not until we heard the ludicrous statements of a speaker at the join 


debate in the Kirk street church did we suppose that anybody with a spark 
of intelligence would make such absurd and unsupported charges. That the 
money power of Wall street is behind this charter, that it will take power 
from the people, that it will centralize power and bring about governmenl 
by the few at the expense of the many are some of the absurdities given oul 
by this opponent of the charier after due deliberation before a respectable 
audience. But he did not stop even at condemning the proposed charter as 
bad. He said the present system of government now in force is the besl 
ever conceived by the mind of man, and that if there is had government the 
newspapers are to blame for it. Furthermore, lie asserted that the news- 
papers are paid for what they publish in favor of the new charter, another 
falsehood doubtless evolved from a lively imagination. We have reached 
a very serious state of affairs when a man who makes assertions so 
monstrously absurd as these will be put forward as a leader of thought by 
certain organizations supposed to represent the people. 


What could be more diametrically opposed to the facts than to say that 


the new charter would centralize power and deprive the people of the power 
of controlling their elected officials? It is to restore to the people the power 
taken from them when the city was evolved from the town, that the new 
charter is designed, 


Under the new charter the people can recall the elected officials on 


suspicion of wrong-doing. 


Under the new charter the people can initiate legislation and force its 


adoption. 


Under the new charter the people can annul bad legislation and hold up 


franchises if in their opinion they are not likely to promote the public 
welfare. 


Can the people do any of these things under the present charter? 
Certainly not. Yet the opponents of the charter claim that the new 


charter would take political power away from the people instead of giving 
them vastly greater power than they ever before possessed. 


The statement is without the slightest foundation, and it is an insult 


to the intelligence of the voters whose interests are deeply involved in the 
cause of good government. 


But say the charter opponents it is better to have bad government by 


ourselves than good government by surrendering the governing power to 
somebody else. 


That, statement implies that the new charter would put our government 


In the hands of some strange power, not of the people, not necessarily local. 
It would be impossible to imagine any statement, more absurd or misleading. 
The people will not have to surrender any political power in the change of 
system and the men they elect to govern them under the new charter will 
be absolutely under control of the electorate. The people will be given three 
important weapons never placed within their reach before—the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. Moreover the charter provides severe 
penalties for violation of its provisions. The head ot a department who 
exceeds his appropriation is subject to heavy fine and a jail sentence, 
whereas at the present time one of the worst abuses of the old charter is 
the matter of exceeding the appropriation in almost every department and 
then borowing money to meet current expenses. Yet we are told that this 
is the best system ever conceived by the mind of man. 


When simmered down to its elements the right settlement of this charter 


question is one of intelligent action. If the voters listen to men who arc 
telling them fairy tales, who see spooks, who distrust every man who owns 
more than the clothes on his back, then they will be led to vote against a 
.charter that would vastly multiply the political power vested in the voters 
and give them absolute control over their government at all times. The 
socialists have an interest in maintaining bad government in the hope that it 


. will increase their followers and cause more people to turn to socialism as a 


remedy for existing ills. 


The cooperation that would exist under the new charter among all 


' voters for the best results in government, would be the nearest approach to 


the principle of the cooperative commonwealth that can be realized in this 
country. Hence even from the socialistic standpoint opposition to the 
.charter is illogical. It is notable that several prominent socialists, such as 
Charles A. Littlefield, Clovis Ouillette and others, have come to this conclu- 
sion and are intelligently working for the new charter. 


So far as we can learn, much of the opposition to the charter comes 


from the friends of councilmen and people who might be candidates for 
election thereto. It is argued that the council is the school in which the 


' 'politician can enter for training for something higher. The common council 


never did and never will furnish anybody with brains or talent, and if any 
man attained distinction after passing through the common council, it was 


I 
.because of his own native ability, not because he had been a-member of the 


V common council. 


. O n the other hand the common council has ruined and degraded more 


young men than ever it benefited, because it leads them into politics where 
they are of no use to themselves or anybody else. Besides, it causes some 
9f them to assume, that the city owes them a living, and it makes common 
loafer;? of men who would otherwise earn an honest livelihood. 


if the young men want a debating society let them join some of the 


societies organized for that purpose so that they can attain distinction for 
their ability in public discussions. It illustrates the impractical views of 
the opponents of the charter to hear them complain that the charter should 
b« retained to give our young men the necessary training in politics. The 
training they get at the present time is not calculated to advance them in 
any. direction. But the maintenance'of a debating society is not an essential 
of city government. The plan of the new charter is to have five men sit 
dwim at a table and discuss business matters as would the directors of a

ROOF 


Policeman Was Nearly Killed by 


a 


NKW TORK, Oct. 16.—A madman 


entrenched on the roof of a shelter 
hoii.se In Fort Greene park, Brooklyn, 
and armed with hundreds of stones, 
hold thc reserves of the Classon av- 
enue station 
and 
a crowd 
of 
two 


hundred persons at bay for two hours 
yesterday afternoon. 
Ho was 
not 


captured until he had nearly killed 
Policeman Kiedel and had himself suf- 
fered a fractured 
skull from which 


he may die. 


People In the park noticed the man's 


queer actions early in the afternoon. 
He was carrying armfuls 
of 
stones 


from the border of a rose garden to 
tho roof of the shelter house nearby. 
There were two ladders leading 
to 


the roof, nnd he used them alternate- 
ly. 
A group 
of bewildered 
people 


was gathering around 
him, but ho 


seemed to take 
no notice 
of 
them. 


After an hour or so, the roof of the. 
shelter hov.se was heaped high with 
stones, ami then the man quietly took 
up his stand on the roof and com- 
menced to hurl the stones deliberately 
and carefully at the spectators. 


Men, 
women and children fled in all 


directions, and some one called the po- 
lice. 
Policeman Riedel was ordered 


to go and get the madman. 
When 


he reached the park there were 200 
persons surrounding the shelter house 
out of rantfe of the missiles. 


The man's ammunition was 
nearly 


gone and Riedel boldly started 
up 


the shorter of the two ladders. 
Tho 


ladder did not reach the roof, and 
when Tiiedel tried to swing himself up 
with his arms, the lunatic picked up a. 
three-foot Iron bar nnd struck the po- 
liceman over the head. 


Dazed, but undaunted, Hleclel hade 


another attempt to scramble up, but 


too man. caught him by the waist and 
hurled him to the ground, twenty-live 
feet below. 


Reserves Sent to Park 


While the policeman was recovering 


from the shock of. the fall, 
someone 


telephoned again to the police and the 
reserves were sent to the park in a 
patrol wagon. 


Before they arrived, however, Reidel 


made another attempt to 
scale 
tho 


roof. 
Ho was terribly 
beaten 
and 


again flung to the ground. 
This time 


his right arm was broken in 
two 


places and he probably suffered in- 
ternal Injuries, besides the countless 
bruises he had already received. 


When the eight reserve police made 


a concerted attack on 
the 
shelter 


house, several of them were also 
hurt, 


and the madman had to be so beaten 
before he could be conquered that his 
skull was fractured. 
Crowd Turns on Prisoner 


Even after that he struggled so that 


they tied him with ropes before taking 
him to the ground. There they found 
a new difficulty to contend with, for 
the crowd, which had been Intensely 
wrought up by the injuries to Riedel, 
picked up the stones that the lunatic 
had thrown and began pelting him as 
he lay half unconscious. 


Meanwhile an ambulance had taken 


Riedel to the Cumberland Street hos- 
pital, and had returned for the mad- 
men. Ho recovered his senses 
long 


enough to say that lie was Ossea Fish- 
man, forty years old, and lived at No. 
Oil Leonard street, Williamsburg. 
He 


talked 
incoherently 
of 
Russia 
and 


revolution, which led the 
police 
to 


think he might have gone crazy over 
political troubles In Russia.

"I only Intend to speak nbout half 


an hour,"^ declared Joseph/ Scott, the 
attorney selected to concltftkj the argu- 
ment today for the

Nelson, Immediately following which 
the court had announced that it would 
give its ruling. 


"Folks have read a great deal in the 


newspapers And magazines about this 
case," added Mr. Scott, "but I think 
we can llnd 12 men who can waive 
that In lieu of information. As far as 
kelson Is concerned, however, he ad- 
mitted that It would take strong evi- 
dence to change bis views and that 
obviously disqualifies him. 


Extensive quizzing of 
the 
other 


talesmen, particularly as to the affilia- 
tions at any time with labor unions or 
strikes, admittedly Is Intended by the 
attorneys for the defense. 


It is now estimated thnt at least a 


month will elapse before a jury can be 
selected. 
Events In the trial are ex-

ing delegated to a carefully 
selected 


body of-public 
servants, 
sufliciently 


laigc for tho purpose. It should bo 
borno in mind, that while the people 
must of necessity in a 
measure 
bo 


Buidcd by 
those selected 
managers, 


they—the people—should not in 
tho 


slightest defrrec ahate the spirit 
of 


democracy: thiit it may always be in- 
voked when democratic action becomes 
necessary to enforce the mandates of 
tho people. 


Many European cities have for a 


long time furnished us with examples 
of 
this form of government, but in 


most cases tho government in these 
European cities has not rested upon 
a "democratic basis, but has served to 
show their efficiency from a 
business 
standpoint. 


Not counting some recent 
experi- 


ences which wo liavo had in commis- 
sion forms of management, American 
cities in general have a brand of gov- 
ernment neither 'as Intelligent nor effi- 
cient as tho abilities of our. people, ex- 
hibited outside of politics, would lead 
one to expect.

That 
is exactly what we mean by commis- 
sion form of government as applied to 
cities; just to apply to our ifubllc. af- 
fairs, the sa'me method that is applied 
each day in the management of 
our 


great industrial enterprises not in this 
ease for money but for .good 
govern- 
ment. 


We all know in a general way. how 


he mills of our city are managed; wo 
are well aware that the employees in 
my mill, but seldom come in contact 
with the owners of tho plant. The own- 
ers realize that their direcCv interfer-

Without this reserve power, we as a 
>eople could not hope to get just rep- 
•esentation from our public servants, 
io we have in our proposed new char- 
er three very important 
features 
vhich very far removes it from a gov- 
.nunent by commission. 


These three features are known as 
he initiative, the referendum and tho 
ecali. 
The initiative is the method whereby 


ve suggest the 
doing:, of things we 
vant done. 


The referendum is the means 
the 


leoplu use to expressly command that 
:ertain things be done, or that certain 
iroposed things which they do not de- 
ire be not done. 
The recall is the voice of the voters 


dismissal any disobedient or

These three powers are to remain 


orever in the hands of the people, who 
are the stockholders in our city, and 
hey place our governmental affairs in

heso democratic appliances the peo- 
ile's servants cannot prevent tho vot-

By'the use of the initiative the vot- 
rs can r>!isll>- express their views upon 
ny subject relating to the welfare of 
lip citv.

If \ve aro to have government by all 


ho people, it must ho In some form 
•hich allows the ultimate power to 
est with the voters.

Hie administration of the business of 
our city. In other words, tho voters of 
a city must outline the general policy

can use them when It seems desirable

Upon what grounds then can we ex- 


pect better results from tills new form 
of city government? Thero is one rea- 
son why this plan is bound to improve 
our condition.

wrong doing, there will bo but little 
wrong done of that brand from which 
wo have complained of In tho psist.

rill be given an opportunitv 


to manifest-Itself far bettor than now. 
But profit is the mainspring of most 
wrong doing and any one who ignores 
this f:ict in arranging for the conduit 
of our affairs is reckoning without his 
host. 


Responsive to People's Will 


The airv of the new charter then is 


to give us a government responsible to 
the 
people's will, a government in 


which the people can at all timos over- 
rule the elected officials if they see fit. 
The present government is not respon- 
sive to the popular will. It is not fair 
to all the citizens, for the common 
council that is said to give district 
representation gives it but to a single 
political party. •

ABSURD 
CHARTER VIEWS 
EXPLODED 


Not until we heard the ludicrous statements of a speaker at the joint 


debate in the Kirk street church did we suppose that anybody with a spark 


of intelligence would make such absurd and unsupported charges. That the 


money power of Wall street is behind this charter, that it will take power 


from the people, that it will centralize power and bring about government 


by the few at the expense of the many are some of the absurdities given out 


by this opponent of the charter after due deliberation before a respectable 


audience. But he did not stop even at condemning the proposed charter as 
bad. 
He said the present system of government now in force is the best 


ever conceived by the mind of man, and that if there is bad government the 
newspapers are to blame for it. 
Furthermore, be asserted that the news- 


papers are paid for what they publish in favor of the new charter, another 
falsehood doubtless evolved from a lively imagination. 
We have reached 


a very serious state of affairs when a man who makes assertions so 
monstrously absurd as these will he put forward as a leader of thought by 
certain organizations supposed to represent the people. 


What could be more diametrically opposed to the facts than to say that 


the new charter would centralize power and deprive the people of the power 
of controlling their elected officials? It is to restore to the people the power 
taken from them when the city was evolved from the town, that the new 


^charter is designed.

• important weapons never placed within their reach before—the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. 
Moreover the charter provides severe 


penalties for violation of its provisions. The head of a department who 


exceeds his appropriation is subject to heavy fine and a jail sentence, 
whereas at the present time one of the worst abuses of the old charter is 
the matter of exceeding the appropriation in almost every department and 
then horowing money to meet current expenses. Yet we are told that this 
is the best system ever conceived by the mind of man. 


When simmered down to its elements the right settlement of this charter 


question is one of intelligent action. 
If the voters listen to men who are 


telling them fairy tales, who see spooks, who distrust every man who owns 
more than the clothes on his back, then they will be led to vote against a 
charter that would vastly multiply the political power vested in the voters 


. and give them absolute control over their government at all times. The 
socialists have an interest in maintaining bad government in the hope that it 
will increase their followers and cause more people to turn to socialism as a 


' remedy for existing ills. 
.'.;. 
The cooperation that would exist under the new charter among all 


voters for the best results in government, would be the nearest approach to 
the principle of the cooperative commonwealth that can be realized in this 
country. 
Hence even from the socialistic standpoint opposition to the 


charter is illogical, it is notable that several prominent socialists, such as 
Charles A. Littlefleld, Clovis Ouillette and others, have come to this conclu- 
sion and are intelligently working for the new charter. 


So far as we can learn, much of the opposition to the charter comes 


from the friends of councilman and people who might be candidates for 
election thereto. It is argued that the council is the school in which the 
' politician can enter for training for something higher. The common council 
never did and never will furnish anybody with brains or talent, and if any 
man attained distinction after passing through the common council, it was 
because of his own native ability, not because he had been a member of the 
common council. 


On the other hand the common council has ruined and degraded more 


young men than ever it benefited, because it leads them into politics where 
they are of no use to. themselves or anybody else. Besides, it causes some 
of them, to assume that the city owes them a living, and it makes common 
loafers of men who would otherwise earn an honest livelihood. 


If ihe young men want a debating society let them join some of the 


societies organized for that purpose so that they can attain distinction for 
their ability in public discussions. !t illustrates the impractical views of 
the opponents of the charter to hear them complain that the charter should 
be retained to give our young men the necessary training in politics. The 


! training they get at the present time is not calculated to advance them in 


any direction. But the maintenance of a debating society is not an essential 
of city government. 
The plan bf the new charter is to have five men sit 


down at a table and discuss business matters as would the directors of a 
.railroad, a bank or a department store. In tlfat way the best business 
judgment will be reached, business problems will be promptly handled and the 
Interests of the citizens will be disposed of at all times in the manner best 
eateulited to promote the public good. At the present time there are men 
In th« city council who are anxious to do right and who would succeed hut 
tv MM cumbrous system, the deadlocks between the political parties,

What kind of men would be elected under the new charter? 
The very 


men whom the voters wish to elect and no others. No outside party, no; 


class or clique can dictate to the voters for whom they shall or shall not 
vote, and the power of the electorate over the city government will be 
sovereign and supreme at all times despite the baseless and silly claims of 
certain opponents of the charter, either from gross error or for ulterior 
motives that it is difficult to understand.
